and  others  that  have  followed. Put 
back  of  all  this  was  a  hobby  which 
gave  health  and  hardiness •  You  to 
can  havr  that  jov  if  ^ou  act  now. 
Start  with  some  of  the  newer  lower 
oriced  kinds.  Yhat  greater  pleasure 
than  going  out  into  the  garden  each 
morning  to  greet  some  new  face* 

To  have  health^  stock  the  soil 
should  be  well  drained.  .Its  not  nec¬ 
essary  to  have  sandy  soil. If  your 
garden  does,  haonen  to  be  of  the  br¬ 
ick  varietv  then  soade  in  early, 
well  leached  coal  ashes  together 
with  well  rotted  manure, woods  earth 
humus  oranv thing  that  will  i mo rove 
its  texture. Do  not  aooiv  lime  before 
or  after  planting  this  may  oause 
scab. Some  of  our  customers  tell  us 
tha t  b v  c hc ng  i  n  g  the 1 r  soil  condi¬ 
tions  , they  increased  the  height 
of  some  of  their  gl^ds  from.  23-?? 0 
inches  to  w^il  over  fifty  inches.
